ever, even the most passionate 
advocates of change in England 
have a hidden affection for the 
style and the dignity of a House 
they otherwise berate. Instead of 
relegating the Lords to ermine 
irrelevance. Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson is going to push for 
the passage of a reform bill this 
year. 


The new legislation will cul- 


minate the seven-centuries long 
process by which the power of 
the House of Lords, which was at 
first the dominant chamber, has 
been eroded and made subordin- 
ate 
to 
an 
elected 
House 
of 


Commons. The goal of the Labor 
party in the postwar era has 
been gradually to transform the 
Lords into an "Upper House" or 
a "Second Chamber." In it a 
strictly limited number of voting 
peers would perfect the legisla- 
tion enacted by the House of 
Commons. 


The catalyst which spurred the 


Wilson government into action 
was an embarrassing defeat in 
June 1968. The House of Lords

In acting to abolish 
capital punishment, and in their 
recommendations to change the 
homosexual and abortion laws, 
The Observer asserts, the Lords 
have in many ways supplanted 
the Commoners as the nation's 
reformers. 


Prime Minister Wilson is said 


to realize that a reformed House 
of Lords with paid, active mem- 
bers willing to use some residual 
powers, might on balance be an 
effective check on the Executive 
and so an improvement to Parli- 
ament. Nor it 
is not to be 


overlooked that the Prime Minis- 
ter, 
who has appointed mostly 


Laborite peers, is well aware that 
this house admirably suits his 
patronage needs. 


The Tories, on the other hand, 


want to hold up passage of the 
bill until after the next election 
so that they can appoint those 
who would serve in the 
new, 


streamlined 
House 
of 
Lords. 


With Tories and Labor in agree- 
ment 
on everything 
but 
the 


timing of the move, there seems 
little doubt as to the outcome.

Include fat free milk, 
egg whites, liver, veal, poultry, 
fish and sea food. Lean meats 
that are well cooked and drain- 
ed free of animal fat can reduce 
the unnecessary added risks of 
fat saturated diets.

This deal occurred in a match 


between Great Britain and Leb- 


anon during the 3963 European 
championships. When the Brit- 
ish held the North-South cards 
at the first table, the bidding 
went as shown. 


West led a spade and declarer 


took the obvious twelve tricks. 
He lost a diamond, period. It is 
difficult to criticize North-South 
for having failed to reach the 
excellent 
slam 
they 
missed, 


since normal bidding methods 
would not reveal the enormous 
power w i e l d e d by South's 
singleton heart, North's single- 
ton .diamond, and South's single 
toft queen of spades. 


Many players talk about the 


great advances made in bidding 
since the introduction of point 
count, but not not nearly enough 
has been said about the im- 
portance of hands fitting or 
misfitting each other and the 
effect this has on the final 
outcome of a hand. 


Thus, in the present 
case, 


North-South have a total of only 
21 high-card 
points 
between 


them, and yet are over-whelm- 
ing favorites to come home with 
twelve tricks. 


You would think that the
